Miss Goodwin whp has for many 


years made her home with her sis- 
ter Mrs. •Raynes, wife of George E. 
Raynes,, one of the. largest land own- 
ers of York, was down on the rocks 
about a ihalf a mile from the house 
fishing at about 4.30 yesterday af- 
ternoon. 
She was accompanied by 


her HtUo niece .and another- little 
child and she was fishing with a rod 
out on the rocks, while the children 
stood watching her. The shore breaks 
off very bold at this- place and, with 
very 'deep water, about ten fathoms 
at high water. It is suposed that Miss 
Goodwin had a fainting spell for ac- 
cording to tlie children she- fell from 
the rocks into the water. The child- 
ren unable to render any assistance 
and greatly terrlfled ran to their 
home where they told Mrs Raynes 
and she gave the alarm.
